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TEACHER’S  NOTES 


Directions.  In  so  far  as  possible  the  directions 
in  this  Work-Book  are  worded  so  that  they  may 
be  read  and  comprehended  by  children  who 
have  completed  the  primer  of  their  reader 
series.  But  the  teacher  should  always  be  sure 
that  the  children  know  what  they  are  to  do 
before  permitting  them  to  work  an  exercise. 
She  should,  if  necessary,  illustrate  on  the  black¬ 
board  the  technic  to  use  for  the  exercise.
